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SANDERS HOPES ’79 CLUB WILL BE 
A BIG 8 CONTENDER 


Despite the tough non-conference slate and the always competitive Big 8 race, 
Nebraska second year coach John Sanders is optimistic about the Huskers chances in 
1979. 

The reasons for the optimism are: the Huskers return 12 lettermen from last year’s 
squad that was 36-20, best in the school’s history; among those 12 lettermen are six 
returning starters and five frontline pitchers; add to that Nebraska's six recruits—three 
high school and junior college stars; along with the Husker’s three transfers, and 
Sanders is hopeful of bettering last season's record breaking performance. 

Pacing the Husker lettermen are returning starters, junior first baseman Pete 
O’Brien, senior second baseman John Russo, junior centerfielder Joe Scherger, senior 
designated hitter Bob Gebler, junior rightfielder Steve Oakley and senior catcher Val 
Primante. 

O’Brien, who played in 47 games last season, is the team’s top returning hitter, 
batting .333 in 1978, Also a fine fielder, O'Brien, who split time at first base with Larry 
Winum last year, had a .982 fielding mark. O’Brien was an honorable mention All Big 
8 selection last season. 

Russo and Scherger were the Huskers’ run producers last year and will also change 
positions in 1979. Last season, Russo was the starting shortstop and Scherger was the 
top left fielder. In '78, Russo batted .313 and Scherger hit .311. They both broke the 
NU hit record, each getting 55. Russo also snapped the Husker record for runs, getting

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57. Scherger, a two-time All Big 8 second team selection, broke his own runs batted in 
mark in 1979, by collecting 52. Even with two years left in his NU stint, Scherger 
already is Nebraska's career RBI record holder (93) and his 17 home runs are only two 
away from snapping the career school record. 

Gebler last season batted .309 and also broke the Nebraska season record for 
triples—along with teammate Steve Oakley—each collecting seven. 

Oakley, the Huskers regular starting second baseman last season, will be Nebras- 
ka’s starting right fielder in 1979. In his first year as a Husker last season—he trans- 
ferred to NU from Arizona Western College—he batted .275. 

Primante, also in his first year as a Husker last year, transferring from Mt. San 
Antonio Junior College—split time last season as a catcher and third baseman, batting 
-265. He will be the Cornhuskers starting catcher this season. 

Rounding out the NU starting lineup will be sophomore third baseman Jeff Hunter, 
junior shortstop Kelly Combs and sophomore left fielder San Haas. Hunter transferred 
to NU last year from Nebraska-Omaha, while Combs came to Nebraska in 1978 from 
UCLA. Haas played third base and catcher for the Huskers last season in a reserve role 
and batted .462. 

‘The Huskers front line pitchers returning are sophomore righthander Tim Burke, 
junior lefthander Cliff Faust, senior righthander Tim Pettit and ace reliever, junior 
righthander Gary Nolting. 

Burke last year was 4-1, with a 2.23 ERA, to lead the squad. He also pitched a 
no-hitter against Austin College (21-0) last season, Faust, a starter for the Huskers 
since his frosh campaign, was 4-3 last year with a 2.70 ERA. Costello, also a three-year 
starter, was 6-4 in 1978 with a 3.31 ERA. Pettit was 6-5 in 1978 with a 4.24 ERA and 
pitched a no-hitter against Dana (10-0).

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Last year's pitching ace was Nolting, who set a school record for most appearances 
with 30. In 1978, Nolting had seven saves, was 6-4 with a 2.43 ERA and earned 
honorable mention All Big 8 honors. 

Nebraska's top junior college recruits are righthander Jim McManus, infielder 
Greg Schafer and outfielder Darnell Clarke. McManus, a transfer from Triton College 
in River Grove, ll., was drafted by the Chicago Cubs in June 1978. In 1978, he was 8-1, 
with a 1.10 ERA. Schafer came to NU from Central Arizona College in Coolidge, Ariz 
and prepped in Omaha. Clark, blessed with blazing speed, is from Jackson Commu- 
nity College in Jackson Mich, 

‘The Huskers’ prep stars are outfielder Harold Bright and righthanded pitchers 
Mike Harlander and Mike Vojtesak, Bright, drafted last summer by the Kansas City 
Royals, last season batted .425 at Detroit's Mumford High School. Harlander, from 
Apollo High School in St. Cloud, Minn. was 10-3 last year, with a 1.87 ERA. Vojtesak, 
from Joliet, Il., Central High School, was drafted last summer by the Philadelphia 
Phillies and had a three-year prep record of 24-10, with a 1.69 ERA. 

Nebraska's final transfer is junior righthander Ray Tromba, who transferred ta 
Lincoln in 1978 from UCLA, where he was a teammate of Combs. 

Sanders hopes that the pitching of McManus, Harlander, Vojtesak and Tromba 
will help the Huskers Big 8 hopes, as last year, Nebraska placed third in the Eastern 
Division of the league with an 4-6 mark. 

“In our division (Nebraska, Missouri, Iowa State, Kansas) in the Big 8, any of the 
four clubs have a chance,” Sanders said. “It should be very balanced. Missouri had a 
good recruiting year as did Iowa State, while Kansas and ourselves have a lot of 
people back.” 

With the recruited pitching and the return of six starters and five front-line hur- 
lers, Sanders hopes the Huskers are in Oklahoma City, Okla. on May 16-19 for the 
third annual Big 8 Postseason Playoff. 


JOHN SANDERS’ 
‘Big Red Baseball Schools’ 


In an effort to promote the sport of baseball throughout the state, Nebraska 
head coach John Sanders and his staff, along with current NU baseball players, 
conduct camps throughout Nebraska during the month of July. 

In 1979, the ‘Big Red Baseball School’ will be: July 5-7 in Scottsbluff; July 
9-11 in North Platte; July 12-14 in Grand Island; July 16-18 in Hastings; July 
19-21 in Columbus; July 23-25 in Lincoln and July 26-28 in Bellevue. 

According to Sanders, the goal of the schools are to “teach the participants 
the values, conduct and correct fundamentals needed in baseball.” 

Ages 8-17 are eligible for the school and more information is available at the 
Nebraska Baseball Office. 
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1978 PERSONNEL LOSSES 


From last year’s record setting 36-20 squad, the Huskers lost nine lettermen, 
including four starters and one pitcher. 

The starters lost were right fielder Tim Carroll, centerfielder Dan Dixon, 
catcher Jon Henne and first baseman Larry Winum. The hurler was lefthander 
Mark DiBenedetti. 

Carroll, a two-year starter, last season was drafted by the Chicago Cubs 
following his junior season. In 1978, he earned honorable mention All Big 8, 
first team Academic All Big 8 and hit .295. 

Dixon, was also drafted after his junior year, by the Texas Rangers. He 
transferred to NU in 1978 from Grossmont Junior College in El Cajon, Calif. Last 
season, he earned second team All Big honors and batted .288. 

Jon Henne was a three year starting catcher for NU and in 1978, he batted 
271. 

Winum, who split time with Pete O’Brien last year at first base, was a 
two-year full time starter and hit .277. He has the NU career record for most 
doubles, with 21. 

DiBenedetti in 1978 was 5-1, with a 3.56 ERA.

HUSKER GRADS SINCE 1978— 
WHERE ARE THEY NOW? 


In John Sanders’ first year as head coach at Nebraska, he had three seniors on his 
squad and two juniors who were drafted by the pros. They were: 

Tim Garroll—from Denver, drafted as a junior in '78 by the Chicago Cubs. A 
two-year starter in right field, he transferred to NU from Arizona Western Junior 
College in 1977, Last season, he earned honorable mention All Big 8 honors, hitting 
.295 and first team Academic All Big 8 selection. 

Dan Dixon—from Spring Valley, Calif., drafted as a junior in '78 by the Texas 
Rangers. He came to NU from Grossmont College last season and played center field. 
In 1978, he was second team All Big 8, hitting .288. 

Jon Henne—from Littleton, Colo,, was a three-year (1976-78) starter for the Husk- 
ers at catcher. An NU graduate, he is now an engineer in Denver. In 1978, he hit .271 

Doug Miller—from North Platte, Neb., Miller was a starter for NU at third base in 
1976 and 77 and a senior lettermen last season, He is now working on his NU degree. 
In 1978, he hit .267. 

Larry Winum—from Bloomington, Minn., started for the Huskers at first base in 
1976 and '77, was a part-time starter last season. In 1978, he batted .277 and holds the 
Husker career record for doubles, with 21. An'NU graduate, he works for Lincoln 
Commonwealth Electric. 


THE COACHES 


HEAD COACH JOHN SANDERS 


Nebraska second year head coach John Sanders is the best example of the 
‘new’ Husker baseball program, 

In less than two years as the Cornhusker head man, he has already: 

—Spearheaded a fund drive for newly named Buck Beltzer Field, pro- 
viding permanent bleachers and a press box, along with an Astroturf infield 
and covered dugouts. 

—tIn 1978, his first year, Sanders guided the Huskers to a 36-20 record, 
the most wins in Husker baseball history. 

—Had a great recruiting year for the 1979 season, getting three high 
school, three junior college and three transfer stars (who sat out 1977) who 
will aid the Huskers for the upcoming campaign. 

Success is nothing new for Sanders, as his baseball career, from Ameri- 
can Legion ball, to the pros, to coaching, has been painted with good for- 
tune. 

Sanders baseball career goes back to 1960, the first year he played 
American Legion baseball in Grand Island, Neb. He continued his Legion 
career until 1964, when his baseball life really got rolling. 

In 1964, Sanders was the Nebraska Prep Athlete of the Year, for his 
performance as a prepster in football, basketball and track. But his first 
interest, baseball, won out over the other sports as on his high school gradu- 
ation night, Sanders signed a professional baseball contract with the Kansas 
City Athletics. The A’s representative that night in Grand Island was Whitey 
Herzog, now the manager of the Kansas City Royals. 

For the next five years, Sanders played professional ball in the Kansas 
City and New York Mets organizations. By playing in A, AA and AAA ball, 
along with a stint in the majors (Kansas City) in 1965, Sanders was laying 
the foundation for what he would be doing later in life, coaching. 

During his pro career, he also attended the University of Northern Col- 
orado, obtaining his Bachelor and Master Degrees, while coaching baseball 
at the University High School in Greeley and UNC, under Coach Pete Butler. 

Sanders first head coaching job came in 1974 at Chemeketa Community 
College in Salem, Ore, At Chemeketa, Sanders took a nonscholarship pro- 
gram and raised it to the .500 level as his first collegiate team went 13-13. 
His coaching career was off and running. 
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For the first half of the 1975 college baseball season, Sanders was the 
assistant head coach at Arizona Western College in Yuma. He got promoted 
to head coach during the latter half of the season, and the Matadors went on 
to post a season ending 10-2 mark under Sanders’ leadership. 

The next year, 1976, at Arizona Western, Sanders squad was 24-13 and 
qualified for the regional playoffs. But '76 was to be his last year in the junior 
college ranks as in the summer of 1976, Sanders became the assistant coach 
at the University of Nebraska. 

Nebraska's season in 1977, under head coach Tony Sharpe and assistant 
Sanders, was the best the Huskers had ever had to that date, as NU was 29-13 
overall. During that campaign, the Cornhuskers had four players earn first or 
second team All Big 8 honors, with three season and four career NU baseball 
records broken. 

And if 1977 was a successful year, 1978 was even better. In his first year 
as head coach at NU, Sanders led the Huskers to a 36-20 mark, had five 
players named either second team or honorable mention All Big 8, had two 
players drafted by the pros and saw his squad break two team, five current 
individual and three career records. 

On the field, Sanders’ specialty is pitching, catching, and hitting, and 
that's just what he expects to propel NU to an even greater season in 1979.

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RON JOHNETTE 


Ron Johnette, who's responsibility on the field is the infield and hitting 
coach, enters his second season as Nebraska’s assistant baseball coach. 

Johnette came to Nebraska from Millard, Neb. High School, where he was 
the head baseball coach for seven years (1971-77). He led the Indians to six 
state tournaments, including a first place finish in 1976. His overall mark at 
Millard was 239-98. Husker players Jeff Hunter, Cliff Faust and Gary Nolting 
were al] tutored at Millard under Johnette. 

Johnette graduated from Nebraska in 1969 and also earned his Masters’ 
from NU in 1976. While a student at the University, Johnette lettered three 
years as a catcher and first baseman on the Husker baseball team. 

As a prepster, he attended Omaha Benson and wall All Metro three years 
in baseball and two years in basketball. He graduated from Benson in 1965. 


DAVE UNDERWOOD 


Dave Underwood, Nebraska’s outfield and hitting coach enters his sec- 
ond year on the Nebraska baseball staff as a part-time coach. 

Before coming to NU, Underwood was the head baseball coach at Omaha 
Burke High School. He has a career prep mark of 335-169, including Class A 
baseball championships at Burke in 1972 and 1975. During Underwood's 
tenure, the Bulldogs also won the Metro Championship in 1973-74. 

Along with his part-time coaching duties at Nebraska, Underwood will 
also be a part-time instructor at Lincoln East High School. He is a 1966 
graduate of the University of Nebraska and prepped at Omaha North High 
School. 
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—Nebraska’s 1979 Non-Conference Opponents— 
Huskers Travel To California And Hawaii 


Nebraska's non-conference schedule consists of 30 dates, both home and away, 
including a two-week trip in March to southern California and Hawaii. The trek to 
Hawaii includes participating in the Rainbow Easter Tournament in Honolulu. 

It will be Nebraska's toughest non-conference schedule ever, as the Huskers face 
five league champions, (La Verne, Cal State-Fullerton, Chapman, Dana and Mor- 
ningside), two teams that placed second in their conferences (Pepperdine and Ft. 
Hays State) and one of the best independent schools in the country, Hawaii. 

The Cornhuskers open the 1979 campaign with a six-game stand against Missouri 
Western, March 10-12, In 1978, the Griffons were 28-17 overall. 

Following the opener, Nebraska remains at home and on March 13 the Huskers 
host Buena Vista and on March 15 they entertain South Dakota. Last year, Buena Vista 
was 6-5 in the lowa Intercollegiate Athletic Conference (4th place) and 15-18 overall. 
In 1978, NU swept Buena Vista in a double header at Lincoln, 11-10 and 9-8. Last 
season, South Dakota was 9-7 in the North Central Conference (3rd place tie) and 
12-13 overall, 

‘The Huskers then travel west and play in southern California from March 17-22 
On March 17-18, the Huskers face Pepperdine in two-nine inning contests, Last year, 
Pepperdine was 20-8 in the Southern California Baseball Association (2nd place) and 
36-18 overall. Under new coach Dave Gorrie, the Waves are led by catcher Chuck Fick 
(.356) and shortstop Tim Gloyd (.301). 

On March 19, NU faces Utah and Cal State-Dominquez Hills, both in nine inning 
games at Long Beach, Utah, who Nebraska also plays in Long Beach on March 22 in 
another nine-inning contest, was 6-12 last season in the Western Athletic Conference 
(4th place in the Northern Division) and 8-27 overall. The Utes are paced by third 
baseman Jim Teahan (.333), shortstop Gordon Bakin (.309), All WAC burier Jim 
Maynard and sophomore pitcher Brad Jordison. Cal State-Dominquez Hills last season 
was 38-18 overall. 

On March 20, the Huskers play at Long Beach St. in a nine inning game, and later 
that night, travel to La Verne to play the Leopards, Last season, Long Beach St. was 
10-18 in the Southern California Baseball Association (6th place tie) and 20-37 over- 
all, The 49ers are led by outfielders Tom Sisson and Dan Graf and first baseman Rick 
Dostal. La Verne in 1978 was 16-2 in the Southern California Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference (1st place) and 25-11 overall. 

Cal State-Fullerton and Chapman College will be the Husker foes on March 21, 
both nine inning contests. Fullerton, selected by some preseason predictors as the best 
team on the west coast in ‘79, last year was 24-4 in the Southern California Baseball 
Association (1st place) and 44-13 overall. Winner of the last five SCBA titles, the 
Titans are led by first baseman Tim Wallach (.394—80 RBI's), right fielder Mickey 
Palmer (.346—49 RBI's 16 HRs), two sophomore righthanders, Dave Weatherman (9-3, 
2.90 ERA)—Tony Hudson (4-3, 2.72 ERA) and one of the country’s top junior college 
players last year, outfielder Bobby Smith (.507—42 SBs). Chapman was 19-11 in 1978 
in the Southern California Baseball Alliance (1st place) and 40-23 overall. 

Following its southern California stint, the Huskers fly to Honolulu to participate 
in the Rainbow Easter Tournament hosted by the University of Hawaii. The schedule 
consists of: March 25—Cal Poly-Pomona and Hawaii, March 26—Hawaii-Hilo, March 
27—Pokai-japan, March 28—Hawaii Hilo, March 29—Pokei-Japan and Hawaii and 
March 30—Cal Poly-Pomona. 

Last season, Cal Poly-Pomona was 12-15 in the Southern California Baseball Al- 
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lance (5th place) and 16-35 overall. The NCAA Division II champ in 1976, the Bron- 
cos are led by infielder John Broders (.368) and catcher Darrell Miller. 

Hawaii, one of the country's top independents, also boasts some of the best college 
talent in the U.S. Last year, the Rainbows were 38-14. Paced by one of the finest 
pitching staffs at the university level, Hawaii is led by left hander Derek Tatsuno (9-3, 
1.45 ERA—161 SOs in 112 innings,tops in the NCAA last year), reliever Gene Smith

feated the Rainbows in three of five games, winning 2-1, 5-3 (over Tatsuno), and 7-2, 
while losing 5-2 and 6-2.

Nebraska returns home on April 3-4 for a four-game stand against Creighton. In

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Husker Baseball Complex Named For 
O. A. ‘Buck’ Beltzer 


O. A. ‘BUCK’ BELTZER 


Nebraska's baseball complex is named after O. A. ‘Buck’ Beltzer, well known 
Husker athlete and Grand Island businessman. 

Beltzer, born in Stratton, Neb. in 1888, earned the nickname Buck as a prepster at 
Arapahoe, Neb. Following his high school career, Beltzer went on to Nebraska for 
three years of athletic stardom. He lettered in football and baseball in 1907-08-09 and 
is the only NU athlete to have captained both the football and baseball teams the same 
year, as he did in 1909. 

Beltzer's name is well known in the state baseball ranks, as he managed a semi-pro 
barnstorming team and also clubs in Lincoln and Grand Island in the Nebraska State 
League. 

He was instrumental in building old Landis Field in Lincoln, the west ‘P' street 
frontrunner to the Capital City’s Sherman Field. 

In Grand Island, Beltzer was president of both the Grand Island Trust Co. and 
Home Federal Savings and Loan, positions he held until his death in 1959.

A Tribute to William D. ‘Tony’ Sharpe 


After serving as the Nebraska baseball coach for 31 years, Tony Sharpe 
retired following the 1977 season. 

In his 31 years as a Cornhusker, Sharpe compiled a mark of 399-388. In the 
Big 8 during his tenure, Nebraska won the conference crown twice, was run- 
nerup six times and finished above the .500 mark on 16 occasions. 

Baseball wasn't the only sport in Sharpe's life, as he was the Combuskers 
assistant basketball coach in the 1940's under Harry Good and in the '50's 
under Jerry Busch, 

Sharpe is still with the Husker Athletic Department, as the coordinator of 
the Nebraska Beef Club, a Cornhusker fund raising organization. 

For his lifetime effort as a Husker coach and fund raiser, the Omaha Sports- 
casters Association in 1978 presented Sharpe with its Merit Award for his years 
of service at NU.

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HUSKER DIAMOND TO 
‘BUCK’ BELTZER FIELD 


Located north of Memorial Stadium, for years the NU baseball complex was 
known as Husker Diamond. 

In 1978, the first year for NU head coach John Sanders, an AstroTurf infield, the 
only one in the Big 8, and covered dugouts were added to Husker Diamond. The 
improvements were made possible by a $50,000 donation from the Californians For 
Nebraska. Total cost of the improvements were $145,000. 

This year, Husker Diamond was named ‘Buck’ Beltzer Field, when a generous 
donation from the Beltzer family, Jim of Grand Island and Mrs. Bob Florrie of Frem- 
ont, expanded the complex by adding permanent stands, a covered pressbox and rest 
rooms. 

Future plans for ‘Buck’ Beltzer Field are a club house and lockerrooms, for both the 
Huskers and the visiting team, located under the infield Astroturf. 

The dimensions of the playing area are 325’ down the right and left field lines, 
400’ through the power alleys and 375’ to deep center field.

Ronald W. Roskens, Ph.D. 


Dr. Roskens was named President of the University of Nebraska in April of 
1977, Prior to that he served as Chancellor of the University of Nebraska at Omaha, 
a position he assumed on July 1, 1972. 


Reared on a farm near Spencer, Iowa, he earned B.A. and M.A. degrees from the 
University of Northern Iowa and the Ph.D. from the University of lowa. He re- 
ceived an honorary Doctor of Laws from Creighton University in May of 1978. 


Dr. Roskens has received numerous awards, including the Outstanding Alum- 
nus Award from the University of Northern Iowa, the Brotherhood Award from the 
National Conference of Christians and Jews and the National 4-H Alumnus Award, 
He is listed in the National Register of Educational Researchers, Who's Who in 
America and American Men and Women of Science. 
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Nebraska’s Chancellor 


DR. ROY A. YOUNG 


Dr. Roy A. Young took up his duties June 1, 1976, as chief executive officer of 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, which has extension and research facilities 
throughout the state as well as its two main campuses in Lincoln. He came to 
Nebraska from Corvallis, Ore., where he was Vice President for Research and 
Graduate Studies at Oregon State University. 


A native of McAlister, New Mexico, Dr. Young served in his post at Oregon 
State since 1970, He has gained an international reputation as a scientist since 
joining Oregon State in 1948 as an assistant professor in the Department of Botany 
and Plant Pathology. He later moved through the academic ranks to professor and 
became head of the Department in 1958, He was named dean of research in 1966, 
During the fiscal year 1969-70 he served as acting president of Oregon State. 


Dr. Young received the B.S. degree at New Mexico State University and holds 
M.S. and Ph.D. degrees in plant pathology from lowa State University. The author 
of more than 60 publications, he is a Fellow of the American Association of the 
Advancement of Science and the American Phytopathological Society. He also is a 
member of the American Institute for Biological Sciences, Sigma Xi, Phi Kappa 
Phi, Phi Sigma, Blue Key, and Sigma Alpha Epsilon fraternity. In 1978 he was 
awarded an honorary Doctor of Laws degree by New Mexico State University. 


Dr Young currently serves as Chairman of the Committee on Energy and Envi- 
ronment of the National Association of State Universities and Land Grant Colleges. 
He also serves on the Department of State's U. S. National Committee for Man and 
the Biosphere, the Department of Commerce's Sea Grant Review Panel, and the 
National Science Foundation’s Advisory Committee on Applied Science and Re- 
search Applications Policy. 


He is a member of the Board of Directors of the Pacific Power and Light Com- 
pany, Boyce Thompson Institute for Plant Research, and the First National Bank 
and Trust Company of Lincoln. 


He is past president of the Pacific Division, American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, former chairman of the Council for Research Policy and 
Adminstration of the National Association of State Universities and Land-Grant 
Colleges, and former member of the Commission on Undergraduate Education in 
Biological Sciences. 


Dr. Young and his wife Marilyn have two children, Janet, and Randall. 
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Big 8 Faculty Representative 
DR. KEITH L. BROMAN 


Dr. Keith L. Broman is in his seventh year as the Big 8 Faculty Representative 
for the University of Nebraska. Dr. Broman served as Chairman of the Faculty 
5 Representatives in 1972-1973. He serves as secretary of 

- SP the Faculty Representatives Group in the College Foot- 
ball Association. 


After graduating from South Bend, Indiana, Central in 
June of 1940, Dr. Broman attended Indiana University 
for three years, then transferred to Berea (Kentucky) 
College. After receiving Navy V-12 training at Berea in 
1944, he entered the Harvard Graduate School of Busi- 
ness while serving as Assistant Supply Officer, NAS 
Coco Solo, from 1945 to 1946. 


He returned to Harvard following a tour of duty with 
the Navy during the war and received the MBA from 
Harvard in 1947. From 1947 to 1951, he was an instruc- 
tor at Ohio University, then he came to Lincoln where 
he served on the Nebraska faculty until 1954. The next 
year was spent as an assistant professor al the University 


of Wisconsin. 


He received the Ph.D. from Nebraska in 1955 and returned to the NU faculty as 
an Associate Professor of Business Organization until he advanced to the status of 
full professor in 1963. In 1968, he was named Chairman of the Department of 
Finance at NU, retiring from this position in 1979. 

Dr. Broman is a member of the First Presbyterian Church where he serves as a 
member of the Foundation Board. In the past, he has been an Elder (Clerk of 
Session), Deacon and member of the Board of Trustees. Dr. Broman is also a 
member of the American Finance Association, American Accounting Association, 
Midwest Business Adminstration, Beta Gamma Sigma and Delta Sigma Pi. He is a 
retired Commander of the Supply Corps, U.S. Naval Reserves, and serves as a 
consultant for Investment Education & Practice. 

Dr, Broman and his wife, Ruth, formerly Ruth Jane DuBois, have been married 
since 1944, They have two daughters, Rebecca Ann Cross, Lincoln, and Lisa Marie, 
who is a senior in journalism at Nebraska. He is a grandfather. 
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FACTS ABOUT 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA 


A Brief History— 


The University of Nebraska, now an institution of three major components— 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln. the University of Nebraska at Omaha and 
University of Nebraska Medical Center, Omaha—and a collection of agricultural 
experiment stations and related offices across the state, was chartered by the Ne- 
braska Legislature in 1869 and held its first classes in 1871 in a 3-story brick 
building on the outskirts of Lincoln. 

At its chartering, the University was committed to instruct in agriculture, the 
“mechanic arts,” and military tactics by the terms of the Land-Grant College Act of 
1862 to which the Legislature subscribed. These special endeavors, however. were 
made parts of the total University program with the result that Nebraska, unlike 
some of its neighbors, has had but one major institution of higher education. 

‘The early years were fraught with internal ideological conflicts, with financial 
problems and with shortages of collegiate students. The University not only sur- 
vived without interruption, it managed to establish the first program of graduate 
education west of the Mississippi in the mid-1880s. By 1909 it had attained mem- 
bership in the select Association of American Universities, a tribute to the high 
quality of its faculty and scholastic programs. 

The University of Nebraska-Lincoln now has nine Colleges, plus four Schools 
and many other programs. Thirty-nine doctoral level, 61 masters, 110 under- 
graduate and 15 pre-professional areas of study are offered. 

Lack of financial support forced the University in 1888 to close the Medical 
College it had opened in Lincoln five years earlier. In 1902, the University reen- 
tered the field of medical education, taking over the Omaha Medical College. This 
became the University of Nebraska Medical Center in Omaha, 

Since the adoption of the Nebraska constitution in 1875, the University has 
been governed by an elected Board of Regents. In 1968, pursuant to legislative 
action and a city-wide election in Omaha, the Board of Regents was made respon- 
sible for governance of the former municipal University of Omaha, renamed the 
University of Nebraska at Omaha. In 1970, the number of regents was increased 
from six to eight. This number was increased again in 1974, when a representative 
of the student body from each of the three campuses became a non-voting member. 

In 1971, the chief executive officer of the University was given the title of. 
President, The executive heads of the three components, the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln, the University of Nebraska at Omaha, and the University of 
Nebraska Medical Center, were accorded the titles of chancellor and Vice Presi- 
dent. 


Points of Interest on Campus— 


Museum—The University of Nebraska State Museum has an outstanding col- 
lection of fossil mammals and is world renowned for its Elephant Hall. There are 
galleries of health science, Nebraska wildlife, zoology, geology and anthropology. 
In addition to its exhibits on three floors of Morrill Hall at 14th and U, the museum 
has extensive research collections in Nebraska Hall. 

Art—The Sheldon Memorial Art Gallery has one of the finest collections on a 
university campus. Its sculpture garden is also one of the finest in the nation. 

Music—School of Music students and faculty perform regularly in Kimball 
Recital Hall and throughout the state. There is an active schedule of concerts by

University choral and instrumental groups, musical theatre productions and a 
wide range of musical and dance events by visiting artists. 

Theatre—During the school year there are periodic performances by the Uni- 
versity company in Howell Memorial Theatre. A repetory group performs 
throughout the summer months. 

Nebraska Union—This social center of the campus provides a variety of food 
service facilities and relaxation areas for students and visitors to the campus. It 
houses the placement center and offices for student organizations. Facilities in- 
clude book store, bowling alley, pool hall, game rooms, TV raoms, record rooms, 
study rooms, meeting rooms and ballrooms for large meetings and social events. A 
new Union has been built on East Campus. 

Carillon Tower—Built in 1948, the gift of alumnus Ralph S. Mueller, the tower 
has become a symbol of the NU Lincoln campus, It houses a 2s octave electronic 
English bells carillon, played on ceremonial occasions from a keyboard, 

Historical Museum—The State Historical Society has its museum and library 
on the campus. It features Nebraska lore dating from early Indian relics. 

Center for Continuing Education—Conference and hotel facilities at 33rd and 
Holdrege provide a site for hundreds of adult and youth meetings each year. 
Continuing education programs are planned by a professional staff. The Genter 
was financed through a grant from the Kellogg Foundation and by public sub- 
scription. 

Planetarium—Public sky shows are presented daily during the summer and on 
weekends during the school year. Special shows are also given to University 
classes and visiting school groups.

Financial Aid 

In 1976-77 student financial aid totalled $3 million from scholarships and 
grants ($450,000 from University funds), $4.4 million in loans (National Defense 
and Federally Insured loans} and $3.6 million from student employment (work- 
study and University part-time work).

Housing 

‘The University of Nebraska Board of Regents adopted policy requires all un- 
married freshmen who do not reach the age of 20 by October 1 of the current 
academic year and who do not commute from their permanent homes, to reside in 
on-campus housing facilities. These facilities include residence halls, cooperative 
houses, fraternity houses and sorority houses, Sophomores must adhere to the 
same requirement unless they file written parental permission to live off-campus 
in advance with the Office of University Housing. 
Continuing Studies 

‘The Division of Continuing Studies provides students of all ages a wide variety 
of non-traditional educational opportunities. It operates the largest university 
based independent study by correspondence program in the U.S., offering college 
and high school courses, and a Class A high school diploma can be earned. On- 
campus evening class and out-state field credit class programs are conducted 
through the Division, as well as the State University of Nebraska (SUN) program 
which utilizes television and other media to bring learning opportunities into the 
home. The Division conducts hundreds of non-credit conferences and institutes 
annually at the Nebraska Center for Continuing Education in Lincoln and at out- 
state locations. Learning Centers at Lincoln, Kearney, Scottsbluff and Omaha are 
operated by the Division to develop and administer learning opportunities in those 
geographic areas. The Division’s Instructional Media Center meets the instruc- 
tional media needs on campus and maintains more than 6,000 educational films. 
filmstrips and tape recordings which are available on a rental basis to schools, 
organizations and agencies. 


Research 


Research is conducted at the University in agriculture, education, business, 
engineering, law, health sciences, home economics, biological, physical and social 
sciences and humanities. Total support of $9.7 million includes funds from a 
variety of federal, state and private sources. 


Athletics 


The Department of Intercollegiate Athletics fields men’s teams in basketball, 
football, track (cross-country, indoor and outdoor), swimming, wrestling, golf,

baseball, tennis and gymnastics, and women’s teams in volleyball, basketball, 
gymnastics, swimming, softball, golf, track (cross country, indoor and outdoor), 
and tennis. The NU Sports Complex opened in 1976-77 seats 15,000 for basketball, 
3,500 in the natatorium and 5,000 for indoor track. Memorial Stadium seats 73,531 
for football. Ed Weir Stadium seats 5,500 for outdoor track, Nebraska's new 
baseball stadium, Buck Beltzer Field, is under construction. 


University of Nebraska Foundation 

‘The University of Nebraska Foundation is a legally incorporated non-profit 
organization chartered under Nebraska law. Through its solicitation and invest- 
ment programs, it provides between $2 and $3 million in benefits annually for the 
University. Among the benefits are: $770,000 in scholarships and fellowships; 
$420,000 in research equipment and support; $145,000 in support of professor- 
ships, and $100,000 in support of art, museum and library acquisitions. The Foun- 
dation has available $600,000 annually in low-interest student loans. Approxi- 
mately 18,000 gifts are received by the Foundation each year, Its assets are nearly 
$28 million. 


Nebraska Alumni Association 

The Nebraska Alumni Association is an independent association of former 
students and graduates of the University of Nebraska-Lincoln campus. It pub- 
lishes the bimonthly Nebraska Alumnus magazine, the Alumni Sports Reporter 
and maintains biographical records on all graduates and former students. In addi- 
tion, the Alumni Association sponsors a world-wide network of alumni clubs, 
alumni tours, and class reunions. The Association consists of 103,000 alumni 
living throughout the world and has a paid membership of 14,000.

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BOB DEVANEY 


Athletic Director 
University of Nebraska 


One of the greatest coaches in the history of American football, Bob Devaney is 
now turning his vast energies toward supervision of the entire athletic program at 
the University of Nebraska. Devaney heads both the men’s and women’s athletic 
programs. 

Nebraska has one of the finest athletic plants in the nation, thanks to Devaney’s 
inspiration and leadership during the past 16 years. 


Since Devaney became Athletic Director in 1967, Nebraska's Memorial 
Stadium has an enlarged (9,400) capacity of 73,531—largest in the Big 8—as well 
as an AstroTurf field, huge press box and electronic scoreboard. 


Since 1967, the Cornhuskers have a multi-purpose office building at the south 
end of Memorial Stadium, and they have an outdoor track facility—Ed Weir 
Stadium—and a baseball park with new AstroTurf, named Buck Beltzer Field 
during the fall of 1978. 


Devaney also spear-headed a drive for the new multi-purpose complex that 
resulted in the Nebraska Legislature voting a cigarette tax to finance a 15,000-seat 
basketball arena, with adjacent swimming complex and indoor track plant. The 
result of his efforts was the Nebraska Sports Complex, which opened its doors in 
the fall of 1976. Besides the basketball arena, the NU Sports Complex, located on 
the Nebraska State Fairgrounds, houses a 220-yard synthetic track with seating for 
4,500, a 25 meter x 25 yard swimming pool, and a practice area for the wrestling 
and gymnastics teams. 


Few coaches ever achieved the success Devaney did as headmaster of the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers from 1962 to 1972. During most of that span he was the 
“winningest coach in the nation,” based on percentage of victories. He wound up 
with three straight Orange Bowl wins to go with his amazing record of nine bow! 
trips in 11 years, eight Big 8 titles, two national championships, two Outland 
Trophy winners, a Lombardi Trophy winner, a Heisman Trophy winner and 
numerous Coach of the Year and similar honors. Twice his teams won four straight 
titles—1963-1966 and 1969-1972. 

In his final season, Devaney’s 1972 Huskers went 9-2-1 with a 40-6 win over 
Notre Dame in the Orange Bowl, and Bob led the nation’s active coaches with a 
lifetime record of 136-30-7 for an .806 winning percentage. That year, too, Johnny 
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Rodgers won the Heisman Trophy and Rich Glover swept the Outland and Lom- 
bardi Trophies, a feat never equalled by any other school, 

Devaney was named Coach of the Year by the Walter Camp Foundation, the 
Washington Touchdown Club and the Football Writers Association after Nebras- 
ka's Cornhuskers were undefeated in 13 games in 1971, sweeping to the national 
championship after winning the Game of the Century against Oklahoma, 35-31, 

It was the second-straight national championship for Nebraska. The 1970 team 
was also undefeated (11-0-1), and during the span of 1969 to 1972, the Huskers 
went 32 games wtihout a defeat. After Nebraska defeated LSU in the 1971 Orange 
Bowl game to win its first national title, former President Richard Nixon came to 
Lincoln to bestow a presidential plaque upon Devaney and co-captains Dan 
Schneiss and Jerry Murtaugh. 

The Devaney Huskers reaped countless honors during those two years—AP 
and UPI trophies, the Grantland Rice Trophy, the MacArthur Bowl, Big 8 and 
Orange Bowl trophies and Coach of the Year by the Football News, 


All Star games were old hat for Devaney who coached in many post-season 
classics such as the Hula Bowl, the Coaches All America, the All America Bowl, 
the Blue-Gray and the Shrine East-West. He also coached the College All Stars 
against the NFL Champion Dallas Cowboys in the 1972 Chicago game. 


At Nebraska, Devaney’s teams won 101, lost 20 and tied two in 11 years, 
following his 35-10-5 record at Wyoming. He never had a losing season at Ne- 
braska and he directed three undefeated teams—in 1965, 1970 and 1971. In 11 
years Devaney’s teams went to nine post-season games, winning six and losing 
three. The Huskers played in the Gotham Bowl, Cotton Bowl, Sugar Bowl, Sun 
Bowl and four times in the Orange Bow! with Devaney at the helm. 


Under Devaney's outstanding leadership, too, the Cornhuskers produced 22 
All America players and 72 All Big 8 selections in the past ten years, 


Devaney played football as an end at Alma College in Michigan, graduating 
with a B.S. in 1939. 


After starting his coaching career at Big Beaver, Mich., High, Devaney moved 
to Keego Harbor and Saginaw before spending seven years at Alpena High where 
his teams had a 52-9-0 record. He then joined Biggie Munn, and later Duffy 
Daugherty, at Michigan State before becoming head coach at Wyoming in 1957. 

Devaney is married to his college sweetheart, the former Phyllis Wiley, His son, 
Mike, and daughter Patricia, are both graduates of the University of Nebraska, He's 
a grandfather, too, with Mike's family including a daughter and a son.
